BTRAlGETENEU OUT AT LAST AND THE SECEE- 
TAR1' REVIEWS THE MARINES FROM A ROCKIMO 
CHAIH. 


A Btory coiiuected with au attempted re- 


eeption of Secretary itobesou at the Ports- 
mouth (K. H.) imvy yard a year ago, which 
has been current at Hyo Bench tho past 
Summer, iy told at length by tho Washing- 
ton correspondent of the Cincinnati Gazette. . 
He writes. 


The Becretary, who has apartments each 


season iu one of tho cottages at Iljo, Lad 
sent word to tho admiral commanding the 
yard that ho would visit Portsmouth on t 
certain day and inspect tho statiou. Great 
preparations were made to receive hiic. 
When tho timo for his arrival drew near.the 
admiral, with his officers in full uniform, 
four companies of marines and tho bond, 
stood on the wharf ready to greet the head 
of all our marine forces, while tho crew of a 
national frigate stood to their gunn all ready 
to uttor a little thunder in tho secretary's 
behalf. 
J 


There were two ways for the secretary to 


reach tho yard from Portsmouth. 
Ho 


could cross the river by boat or drire 
around by tho bridge. 
Tho boat-landing at 


the yard and tho entrance from the carriage- 
way are upon opposite sides of theRrounda, 
and quite concealed ono from tho other. 


Tho admiral, wishing to show all possible 


attention to tho secretary, sent over to the 
Portsmouth side, iirst his gig gayly deco- 
rated and iimnucd with eight expert oari- 
uieu, a steam launch, in case ho should pre- 
fer to cross in that, and lastly, his carriage 
and horses to convey the party around by 
tho bridge, should they desire to go that 
way. A me.ssflugcr was in waiting to ascer- 
tain which of thuso modes of conveyance the 
secretary selected, and to cross in advance 
and give Iho admiral notice, so thnt if th« 
secretary chose tlte carriage, the officers and 
marines might be marched over to the gate 
to receive him. 
Of tho secretary's party 


was Master Auliulc, who was always promi- 
nent on occasions of this kind, and who 
spoko frequently and deferentially to those 
about him of Mr. Kobe-sou, as "My uncle, 
tho secretary." 


When tho party arrived at tho Portsmouth 


wharf, an officer explained to the Secretary 
that several modes of conveyance awaited 
his choice, lie could bo rowed across in 
the admiral's gig, or take the steam launch, 
or drive around with the carriage. 
Master 


Aulick listened intently while his "uncle 
tho secretary" was consulting tho members 
of the party uud making up his mind. 


At length Mr. Itobesou informed tho offi- 


cer in waiting that ho would go over in the 
gig. 
Master Aulick, bearing this conclud- 


ed that ho would jump ou tho ferry boat 
which was just pushing off, and bo tho first 
to inform the admiral of tho secretary's in- 
tentions. 


Tho ferry-boat passed the officers' boat on 


tho samo errand, and arrived at tho dock far 
in adranco of him. 
Unfortunately, Master 


Aulick is not a great sailor, and as a lands- 
man he had been educated to suppose that a 
gig was something that went ou wheels and 
was drawn by horse-power. So the mo- 
ment the boat reached the wharf he jumped 
ashore, ran up to the admiral, and said, 
"My uncle,tho sacrotaryjWill drive around." 
Then there was hurrying in hot haste. Tho 
marines started at double-quick for the gate 
on tho other side of tho grounds, quite 
around and behind the great ship build- 
ings and wholly hiddou from the river. Tho 
admiral and his officers followed as fast as 
possible, dud iu three minutes Iho forces of 
all kinds and iho crowd of visitors had 
passed bchiud the buildings, and the river 
front of tho yard was loft without a sign of 
life, except au officer who happened to be 
off duty and opportunely came along a f ew 
moments after the admiral and his forces 
had disappeared. 


, Mean timo tho Secretary's party, minus' 
Master Aulick, had dispersed themselves in 
tho admiral's gig and were being rowed rap- 
idly to tho deserted wharf. The stillness of 
things seemed unaccountable to Mr. liobe- 
EOU aud the visitors ho had brought up 
from Kyo to see how tho .Secretary of the 
Navy was received at a yard where there 
was a full force to do his honor. There 
was uo thunder of cannon rattle of drums 
or music of bauds. 
Aud the Secretary, 


noticing tho absence of tho expected con- 
corse of sound, cast his eye along tho wharf 
and around tho visible portions of the yard, 
aud was thunderstruck at tho general still- 
ness and dcssolatiou. 
His wonder grew aa 


tho gig pulled up at the wharf, and no hu- 
man boiug appeared to greet him or even 
hand him 
f» massage. The situation iras 


fast becoming .embarrassing. 
However, 


the party all crawled out of tho gig ns best 
they could, and gathered iu a knot on tho 
wharf. Hero they attracted the attention of 
tho strolling officer and ns he came near and 
recognized tho secretary, the whole situa- 
tion ilaihed upon him. 
Ho was iu fatigue 


uniform, and not m any seuso ready to "re- 
ceive" tho head of tho nary, but, walking 
up and saluting the secretary, ho offered to 
.escort him to tho admiral's quarters. 
At 


tbo samo time he , managed to inform tho 
frigate iu the next ship that tho secretary 
Iind lauded, and by the timo tho party had 
fniily started ou its walk, tho big guns be- 
gun to thunder, aud on ouo side of tho yard 
tlio embarrassment of tho situation was con- 
siderably relioTcd. 


Itut what shall bo said of tho perplexity 


which prevailed at tho gate on the other 
siclo ? Tho carriage in which it was sup- 
posed my "undo, tho secretary," was driv- 
ing around, lud not appeared when the first 
gun fired on tho river front. Peal after pea! 
followed, and still no carriage. 
At length, 


just when tho admiral had given himself 
over tu absolute despair, upj camo the car- 
riage driving furiously, and enveloped iu a 
cloud of dust. It soonicd that ono hoa^y 
gentleman of tho secretary's party chose to 
driru around, ami, hearing tho first gun of 
thesalulo,tho driver had Attempted lo reach 
tho ground KO that ll«i guest might not uiiss 
any part of tho reception. 
It was natural 


that all should suppose tbo secretary to bo 
in that carriage, and tho appearance of the 
stout gentleman confirmed tho belief, so tho 
admiral and all his officers gave tho custom- 
ary BRlutAtloii iti splendid stylo.
